to death in all the processes of its growth 
and production, and was then taxed—a fare- 
well shot—as the bale left the gin poles, one 
hundred and three per eont. on the ties 
that bound it. 
And ibis was not for the 


benclH of tlit! American manufacturer of 
cotton ties, for then; were none, and not 
for the benefit of thu Treasury, for the bill 
was one to reduce revenue, but out of puro 
"cussodneH.'' and because the Republican 
party b.ui :;ot su used totaling things that 
thry could not stop. 


Mr. Tui-plo addressed tiie Sjnate on the 


general subject 
of protection, which hu 


compared to the subsidy and bounty sys- 
teir of the days of the Tudors. The pend- 
ing bill, lie said, though en.led n tariff bill, 
wa.s in Its operative provisions highly pro- 
hlhitoi'y. 
It was a revival in form, sub* 


stance and essence of the old British letters- 
patent of n o b i t i l y in tlio darkest days ol 
monarchic absolutism. It was a universal 
tu.x levied upon persons—a burden upon all, 
for the benefit of the Incorporated owners 
of machinery. Tile bill was called an act to 
reduce tho revenue. 
The revenue that it 


would reduce would be the revenue ot tlto 
farmer, by lessening the price of Ills pro- 
duce, and by distroying his markets. It 
would reluce tile revenue of tile laborer, 
the mechanic, the artisan, by increasing 
their household expenses. It would reduce 
the revenue of all classes except a few cap- 
italists engaged in protective manufactures. 
Of all the insensate falsehood, Mr. Turplo 
declared, that Mammon had put into tha 
mouth of Monopoly, tlio one which de- 
clared that the so-called policy of protcc;- 
tion was promotivo of thu interest of tho 
farmer, was tho least worthy'of notico. 


Mr. Daniel foil owed wltli a.speech on pro- 


teclion In go neral and tho proposed in- 
crease of duty on cotton ties In particular. 
Tlio proposed increase on cotton ties, ho 
said, was characteristic of tho relentless 
war winch tho Republican party was 
mak- 


ing upon tile agricultural industries of the 
country. It did not intend to give to agri- 
culture any thing except a little sop Here 
and there, to placate the ignorant and to 
disguise the false pretenses Umt lurked un- 
der some of the pleasing promises. Tho bill 
proposed to triple the duty on cotton ties, 
to take the duty off sugar and to reduce 
the duty on ilee, thus annexing three ol 
the great iiiduslnes ot tho South, while II 
attempted to delude tiie farmers of the West 
w i t h increased duties on barlov, oats, rye 
llnd ^ iieat. For the American farmers there 
was 
in 
tlio bill protection wherever it 


would not protect, and there was no protec- 
tion wherever it would. In tho bill tho Re- 
publican party was for free trade in nearly 
every thing that would injure farmers of 
tiie United States. 


A vote was tiualiy taken on Mr. Butler's 


cotton-tie amendment, but It was rejected 
by a strict party vote: Yeas, 10; nays, 27. 


Mr. MiPlierson moved to mako the duty 


on all cl.isscs of hoop ties for hay, barrels, 
commerci.il gooils, etc., as well as for 
cotton, thirty-live per cent, ad valorem, lle- 
Jccted Yeas. 15; nays, 28. 


Mr. Plumb moved to 
reduce the two- 


tenths per cent, additional duty on hoops 
when cut into lengths for haling purposes 
to one-tenth per cent. There were two yea 
and n.ly votes on this iiuiendincnt, in which 
Mr. I'lumb u as the only K - p u b l i c a n voting 
Aye, but .is there was no quorum on either 
occasion, Mr. Alurich moved an 
adjourn- 


ment, and tlio senate at 3 p. m. adjourned 
until Monday at ten o'clock.

• Mr. Enloe (Ti-nn.), rising to » question of 
privilege, sail! t nit, ponding n call of tiie 
House during tnotlny, hu started to go out 
of tbo chamber and had bnun aiojipcd by a 
door-keeper, who caught him by the~nrm 
end atteiupled to arruat him and prevent 
hla going out. The door-keeper said lie had 
orderH from the Speaker to do so.
